Barn fund zeroed out 


Council withdraws support for historical 
preservation project after bids come in high

After years of delays, now 
there's no plan at all to refurbish 
the red barn at School Street Park. 

The City Council voted on July 
10 to eliminate the $447,000 re- 
pair fund for the barn, after learn- 
ing that the money would not be 
enough to replace the structure's 
foundation. 

Mayor Richard Cohen said this 
week that he was disappointed in 
the vote. 

“I think the barn should have 
at least been taken care of to pre- 


serve it as the last of its kind, but 
the council in their wisdom voted 
to do nothing, the mayor said. 

He said he considers the City 
Council and CPA Committee to 
have given their final word on 
the matter, unless and until they 
choose to revisit their votes, and 
that his administration has no 
plans to push for more funding 
or a third round of bidding on the 
barn project. 

“T don't have a say in it, Cohen 
said. “The CPA [board] is appoint- 
ed by the City Council. If nothing

changes, he added, “it will be one more piece of history 
that will be gone, and to me, that’s sad. That’s exactly what 
Community Preservation Act funds are supposed to be 
used for. 

Agawams CPA program imposes a | percent surcharge 
on property tax bills. That money, plus grants and matching 
payments from the state government, can only be used for 
capital expenses related to historical preservation, hous- 
ing, open space conservation, and recreation. The School 
Street Barn work was to be paid entirely by CPA funds. 

Now that the City Council has canceled the project, the 
money returns to the CPA fund, where it can be spent only 
on CPA projects. 

Plans for the barn already represented a compromise. 
Some advocates, including former Town Planner Deb- 
orah Dachos, had pushed for wide-ranging upgrades to 
the building, adding handicap accessibility, a kitchen and 
bathrooms, heat and air conditioning, and turning it into a 
community hall and banquet facility. Others balked at the 
$1 million-plus expected cost and questioned the need for 
a town-owned community center. 

The City Council opted to support simply “stabilizing” 
the building and refurbishing exterior elements such as 
windows, doors, siding and roof shingles, at a cost not to 
exceed $447,000. When bids even for the stabilization work 
came in at $650,000 and up, the council re-bid the project 
as a series of alternates. 

Each of the four bids opened this spring exceeded the 
appropriation once the fourth alternate — the foundation 
work — was added. The town could have authorized the 
base work and alternates 1 through 3, which would add 
new roof shingles, replace and repair the wood siding, re-

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Now 9 incumbents, 10 challengers in council race

All but two of Agawamss incumbent city councilors have 
taken out papers for re-election, and three additional chal- 
lengers have stepped forward in the past few weeks to raise 
the total number of candidates to 19. 

City Councilor Gina Letellier is the latest incumbent to 
start collecting nomination signatures. As of Tuesday, the 
only incumbents not to have taken out papers are James 
Cichetti, who is running for mayor instead, and Donald 
Rheault. 

Other newcomers to the race in July include Michael 
Daley, David Morin and Ronald Wieners Jr. In order to 
qualify for the November ballot, a candidate must collect 
at least 100 signatures of Agawam registered voters by Aug. 
24. 

Those already on the ballot, or collecting signatures, 
include incumbent councilors George Bitzas, Cecelia Ca- 
labrese, Paul Cavallo, Christopher Johnson, Joseph Mineo, 
Robert Rossi, Anthony Suffriti and Richard Theroux, and 
challengers Billy Chester, William Clark, Susan Dawson, 
Robert Magovern, Joseph Moore, Peter McNair and Doug- 
las Reed.

A 20th candidate, challenger Ernest Lombardi, had ear- 
lier taken out nomination papers but officially withdrew 
from the race this month. 

With an apparent three-way race developing for may- 
or — between James Cichetti, local businessman Vakny 
Chonmany and former School Superintendent William 
Sapelli — there will be a preliminary election on Oct. 10. 
Ihe top two mayoral candidates in the October vote will 
appear on the Nov. 7 ballot alongside the races for City 
Council and School Committee. 

If more than 22 councilor candidates are nominated, 
that race would also be contested at the preliminary, and 
only the top 22 vote-getters would move on to November. 

There has been no additional interest in the School 
Committee, on which five out of the six incumbents have 
taken out re-election papers — Anthony Bonavita, Shelley 
Borgatti-Reed, Brian Burbank, Carmino Mineo and Wendy 
Rua. Additionally, challengers Albert Christopher II, Kerri 
O'Connor and Tracy Wilkie are seeking seats. Incumbent 
Diane Juzba has not taken out re-election papers. 

Nomination papers are available at the town clerk's of- 
fice on the first floor of Town Hall, 36 Main St., Agawam. 
The clerk's office is open weekdays, 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m.

place the windows and doors, and make some repairs to 
the earthen ramps, for $210,600. 

To add the fourth alternate, which would involve de- 
molishing the existing foundation and building a new one, 
would raise the price to at least $488,592, a budget overrun 
of more than $40,000. 

According to a letter sent by town Planning and Com- 
munity Development Director Marc Strange to the City 
Council in April 10, the Community Preservation Act Com- 
mittee withdrew its support from the project in March 
because board members did not believe the barn could be 
properly stabilized without the foundation work. 

Strange wrote that the project's contracted architect 
and engineer, however, do think that the barn could remain 
stable “for years to come’ with its current foundation. 

Cohen said he hoped the council would come up with a 
plan for additional funding. 

“Its something the Historical Commission worked very 
hard on, the committee for the barn worked on, Debbie 
Dachos worked on, Marc Strange, Cohen said. “It’s a beau- 
tiful piece of our history. We have an obligation to maintain 
the historical presence of the structure’ 

Last summer, the City Council changed the bid speci- 
fication after bids on the full preservation work came in 
$200,000 above the $447,000 budget. The council autho- 
rized spending $37,743 in CPA funds to rewrite the bid doc- 
uments. The new bid spec included 12 “alternates, giving 
the town the ability to accept and reject individual preser- 
vation tasks, and thereby stay within the fixed budget. 

The park, which was also a CPA-funded project, was 
opened in 2008 on the former site of the Hampden County 
jail farm, which closed in the 1980s. The barn, which was 
part of the farm, dates from the 1880s and has since been

listed on the National Register of Historic Places. It is cur- 
rently being used for storage. Apart from representing the 
agricultural heritage of the eastern side of Agawam, Cohen 
said the barn is unique for having two main doors and two 
ramps, allowing a wagon or tractor to drive in one end and 
continue out the other.

Get to know your 
police on Tuesday 


olice are inviting you out of the house on Aug. 1, 
and although this one doesn't have the weight 


of an official order, it’s a good idea nonetheless. 

For five years, the Police Department and other 
public safety agencies in Agawam, including some re- 
gional agencies that serve the state as a whole, have 
welcomed the public outdoors on a Tuesday night. Or- 
dinary citizens get to see police dogs and helicopters 
in action, get up close to a cruiser, and check out the 
gear and gadgets of other agencies, notably the Fire 
Department. 

There's plenty of regular old fun to be had at Na- 
tional Night Out, too, with food, raffles, community 
organization tables and this week's SummerFest free 
music concert. Plus, theres the daily attractions of 
School Street Park — fields for ballgames, the spray 
park and playground for the youngsters. 

Though Agawam has only had this event for five 
years, its been going on for decades across the Unit- 
ed States. The idea behind National Night Out is that 
communities would come together, during the time 
when violent and property crimes are often commit- 
ted, to demonstrate that they arent afraid of the night 
and that they stand together with police. 

When the nationwide movement started more 
than 30 years ago, it was probably the first half of that 
mission that needed the most help. Today, particular- 
ly in a relatively low-crime, suburban community like 
Agawams, it’s definitely the latter. 

Though the anti-police rhetoric of 2016 seems to 
have calmed down — activists and the national media 
have their hands full keeping up with Donald Trump, 
and protests against the president are now taking up 
the airtime formerly dedicated to protests against 
police — the task of keeping our town safe remains a 
largely thankless one. 

Police are still the only people in Agawam who face, 
every shift, the worry that they might be dead before 
the eight hours is up. They enter hundreds of new in- 
teractions every day. Each time, they can only wonder 
what unpleasant and harmful surprise awaits them. 

When you call 9-1-1, or even when you are pulled 
over or see police walking up your front steps, you 
know to expect a certain level of professionalism and 
respect, even if it’s of the gruff, no-nonsense kind. On 
the other side of the badge, the police officer has no 
idea whether this stranger will be reasonable, com- 
bative, strung out on drugs or mentally unstable. 

There are some bad cops. There are some cops who 
make mistakes. But that’s true of every job. And in the 
vast majority of industries, a single persons split-sec- 
ond judgment error doesn't have deadly consequenc- 
es, and doesnt land on the front page of the newspa- 
per. 

The vast majority of police are motivated by a 
love of their community and a desire to provide their 
neighbors with safety and order. No matter what we 
say to them, they are trying to help us. It would be nice 
if what we said was “thank you.’ 

Police are among a select few professions who reg- 
ularly run into danger, rather than away from it. The 
other public safety occupations — firefighters and 
EMTs, for example — also fit that bill. They will also 
be at National Night Out and could use your thanks. 

Theyre throwing you a party on Tuesday night. 
Stop by and get to know them better. Have a fun time, 
eat some hot dogs, listen to some music. And thank a 
cop — for Tuesday night and, more importantly, for 
their service the other 364 days of the year.

Who owned the A&W Root Beer 
stand?

Then the best call came. It was from 
Mike Mercadante, our retired deputy fire 
chief. He knew the A&W owner. It was his 
father, Jim, who not only owned the stand 
with his wife Rose, but also owned the 
adjacent Ye Olde Coach Inn. That was im- 
portant in understanding the workforce of 
dozens of locals. The staffs were somewhat 
interchangable. If the Inn needed someone 
and the stand had an extra, a worker could 
go next door to help out, so you may know 
someone who worked at the A&W and the 
Inn. 

Also important to understand is that 
Jim and Rose lived on Meadow Street be- 
fore moving to the Inn, so Cheryl Blackak, 
Manny Cincotta and Angela Cincotta were 
neighbors who became employees. 

At the stand, Cheryl, Sue Dupre, Joyce 
Haynes and Janice Melbourne were car 
hops.

Melbourne and Bob Eldridge.

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“He loves to go swimming, 
Gosselin said. “He has a lot of fun 
with that? 

But Tucker was not always fun, 
and he was not always easy. 

Gosselin picked up horse-rid- 
ing at age 14 after growing up 
near them and hearing stories 
about her father who rode horses. 
She began riding with her friend 
and eventually took formal les- 
sons. 

She met Tucker in 2010 
when he came to Austin Farm in 
Belchertown. 

“He was just one of the hors- 
es that had come into the farm,’ 
she said. “We did not know a lot 
about him, but he was nervous 
and could be very difficult’ 

Gosselin took a liking to Tuck- 
er and eventually purchased him. 
She was determined to bring his 
good personality out and turn 
him back into a happy horse. 

It was not always easy. 

“I did make a lot of mistakes,’ 
said Gosselin. “I would some- 
times push him too hard or too 
long. 

But she did not give up and af- 
ter a few years of consistent train- 
ing between college classes and 
work, she was able to begin bring- 
ing him to shows, and expanding 
the different tricks he can per- 
form in the ring. 

“Kids can be near him now and 
I'm not nervous, she said. “I am 
really proud of the horse that he 
has become. He is a mellow, hap- 
py horse now. 

She said Tucker jump four feet 
and trail ride very well. She is now 
training him for dressage, another 
style of riding, and the sky is the 
limit for the 10-year-old horse. 

Gosselin and Tucker took time 
to develop their relationship. Sa- 
brina Obrenski, who operates 
Lower Maple Crest, says Tucker is 
a brand new horse thanks to Gos- 
selins work. She said a lot of peo- 


ple assume they know everything 
about training a horse. 

You have to be willing to try 
new ideas and be open to learn- 
ing from the horse, itself? said 
Obrenski. 

There are horse farms through- 
out Western Massachusetts. 
Several of them provide either 
instruction for young riders or 
boarding services. Farmers have 
experienced hundreds of horses 
over the courses of their careers. 

Roger Slobody of West Brook- 
field, operates Sawmill River 
Farm. He said taking a horse who 
has been either abused or ne- 
glected requires a lot of patience. 
He also said the small details mat- 
ter. 

“It depends on the breed, and 
the history and the environment, 
said Slobody. “Working with a 
horse like that is not for every- 
body. Horses have all different 
personalities, just like people. 

Matthew Domnarski, who 
runs Domnarski Farm in Ware, 
believes in patience and consis- 
tency. He believes horses that 
have had difficult pasts are all in- 
dividual cases. 

“They are not dogs, he said. 
“But they require interaction and 
training consistently. They need 
a lot of your time and dedica- 
tion. Some people take on more 
than they can commit to when it 
comes to horses like that’ 

And of course, knowledge is 
power. Knowing as much about 
the horses past is always good. 
That information can be valuable 
when approaching changes to 
their behavior. Gosselin says she 
can tell by Tucker's body language 
when he no longer wants to train 
or is unhappy. 

But Gosselin did not always 
know that about him because 
Tucker came with very little back- 
ground. 

In those cases, Heather Wil- 
son, a long-time rider from 
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Building a relationship is also key. Years after they met, Tucker now follows

signed to educate and inform the public about how these 
agencies keep Agawam safe in emergencies. 

AFD will have five to eight on-duty personnel and sev- 
eral pieces of apparatus on hand. 

“Its important for the public to see that their valuable 
tax dollars aren't being frittered away and that Agawam 
maintains a high level of readiness for any emergency, 
said Sirois. 

Sirois said among the equipment the department is 
planning to bring to National Night Out are: 

e Truck 1, a 2001 Pierce mid-mount, platform aerial 
truck 

e Engine 1, a 2008 Pierce fire engine 

¢ Rescue 1, a 2015 International Terrastar PL Custom 
ambulance 

e Utility Terrain Vehicle, a 2015 John Deere UTV 
equipped with wildland firefighting equipment and a pa- 
tient evacuation skid 

Sirois said the public can explore the apparatus, inside 
and out. Vehicles will be fully accessible and everyone is 
welcome to handle tools and equipment. Ambulance per- 
sonnel will demonstrate specialized Advance Life Sup- 
port equipment while firefighters will demonstrate Jaws 
of Life tools. 

The Jaws of Life demonstration will showcase various 
hydraulic tools — cutters, spreaders and rams — as fire- 
fighters force their way into an old sedan in a simulated 
rescue of trapped crash victims. They will pry open and 
remove doors, slice through roof posts, and then peel 
back or remove the roof. The process takes just minutes. 

“Everyone likes to see a car get torn apart, said Sirois. 
More important, he added, is that firefighters use the 
same equipment and live-saving techniques they use in 
the field. 

“The equipment is noisy and the activity can be trau- 
matic for individuals involved in an accident,’ he said. 
“But by demonstrating and explaining what were doing 
it helps the public better understand our actions and re- 
duces stress in the event we need to use the equipment to 
save them or one of their friends or family. 

Fire department personnel train constantly to remain 
proficient in their techniques and knowledge, explained 
Sirois. He said demonstrations staged at National Night 
Out “are almost like training evolutions, allowing fire- 
fighters to exercise their skills. 


Fire safety message 

The fire chief said the annual community event is also 
an opportunity for the department “to target [a] wide 
population segment” about fire safety and EMS. National 
Night Out brings public safety agenices and the public to- 
gether in a safe, fun, family-based atmosphere. 

It’s also an effective way to highlight AFD’s capabilities 
so that the public understands what it does and how. 

“Everyone seems happy to see us at NNO, said Sirois, 
who has been chief since 2011. “We get a lot of questions 
about the fire apparatus and our equipment. People often 
approach our personnel and relay stories about how we

responded to an emergency they experienced, thanking 
us for our service.’ 

Sirois said firefighters and paramedics are happy to 
answer questions about their jobs. “Helping people un- 
derstand what were doing and why makes things much 
less stressful for both the public and our personnel in the 
event were called to their home or business for an emer- 
gency. 

The AFD has participated in National Night Out ever 
since Agawam police first organized it five years ago. 
Sirois said he and his personnel are “proud of the amaz- 
ing working relationship’ they have with the Agawam Po- 
lice Department.

Public safety takes center 
Stage Tuesday night

There will be no shortage of activities at Agawam fifth 
annual National Night Out on Tuesday, Aug. 1, at School 
Street Park. While its primary mission is to promote “po- 
lice-community partnerships and neighborhood camara- 
derie, National Night Out also is a popular family event for 
Agawam that encompasses more than police departments. 

Sponsored by the Agawam Police Department, the annu- 
al event has been compared to an old-fashioned neighbor- 
hood block party. It runs from 5 to 7:30 p.m. and features 
crime-prevention information, demonstrations by public 
safety agencies as well as food, festivities and music. 

Agawam police officers and firefighters will be on hand to 
talk with residents, as will representatives from the State Po- 
lice, local and state emergency management agencies, sever- 
al military branches and the state attorney generals office. 

National Night Out has a broad scope covering many as- 
pects of public safety. It’s evolved into a much larger public 
safety event that includes fire and emergency medical ser- 
vices (EMS) personnel and equipment, as well as safety top- 
ics such as car seat installation, vehicle safety, home safety 
and more. 

Agawam Police Officer Robert Burke, who organizes the 
event, said some of the highlights planned for this year's edi- 
tion include: 

e A Blackhawk helicopter from the National Guard is 
scheduled to land and be on display.

ations (STOP) Team, which is trained to deal with any cri- 
sis in the New England region and has responded to armed 
barricaded subjects, hostage situations, served high-risk 
warrants, provided dignitary protection, and performed riot 
control since 1971. 

e King Ward Bus Lines will bring its Springfield Thun- 
derbirds hockey team bus and will be joined by Boomer, the 
team mascot. Six Flags New England also will have some of 
its characters at the event. 

- The Insurance Center of New England, which has an of- 
fice in Agawam, will be set up to offer insurance advice and 
information. 

e Trailer Trash — the Minnesota-based band “from 
honky-tonk heaven” — will take to the stage at 7:30 for a 
SummerFest concert. Now in its 22nd year, Trailer Trash is 
known for playing traditional country music, but the band 
can swing, rock, and groove in a wide variety of styles from 
the American hit parade. 

Known as “Americas Night Out Against Crime, Nation- 
al Night Out began in 1984 in Pennsylvania as a traditional 
“lights on” campaign. The symbolic front porch vigils then 
became community celebrations across America. Each year, 
nearly 38 million people attend Night Out events across the 
U.S. and Canada.
